Wrestling superstars’ 
surprise visit 


Park-loving youngsters are 
helping to shape the future 
of one of Waltham Forest’s 
premiere parks. 

The Junior Park Rangers 
initiative has been launched so 
that more young people can 
enjoy the borough’s open spaces 
and respect their local parks. 

The scheme encourages 
pupils at four local primary 
schools to value their parks, do 
their bit to look after them and 
use them more. Some pupils will 
also be given the chance to help 
influence the design of the new 
Lloyd Park play area. 

Junior Park Ranger Roman 
Hadari, said: “I come to Lloyd 
Park a lot and every time I visit 
it is good here. 

“I like to look after the plants 
and the facilities that people 
like to use. I have learned a lot, 
looking after parks is a very 
good thing to do because they 
help us live peaceful lives, help 
you keep healthy and let you 
do activities.” 

Participating schools get three 
educational sessions in the park 
and a resource pack to continue 
learning in the classroom. Pupils 
learn about the park and decide 
how they would improve it if

they ran the Council. 

They also study about the 
benefits parks bring to people 
and try to encourage other 


people to visit, before finally 
learning about some of the 
problems parks experience and 
how they can be tackled. 


It is hoped the scheme will 
be extended to other parks and 
primary schools elsewhere in 
the borough. 


Lloyd and Aveling Park is 
receiving £3.5million from the 
Heritage and Big Lottery funds 
to renovate it. The Council is 


spending a further £1 million to 
restore the park, provide new 
and improved facilities and 
employ more staff.

Trustee - Voluntary Action Waltham Forest 


As a trustee of Voluntary 
Action Waltham Forest 
I regularly attend the 
borough’s Voluntary Sector 
Forum (VSF). At the VSF 
meeting on 24 March the 
topic under discussion was 
the 2012 Olympics, which 
gave me an opportunity to speak about what I see 
as the exciting potential for cultural expression 
they offer our borough. There is, understandably, 
a concentration on the sporting element of the 
Games but they also contain a strong cultural 
dimension in the shape of the Cultural Olympiad. 

The founder of the modern Olympic Games, Baron 
Pierre de Coubertin, envisaged a celebration of human 
achievement that, as in classical times, included 
culture. This is enshrined in the Olympic Charter, the 
first of whose Fundamental Principles is: “Olympism is a 
philosophy of life, exalting and combining in a balanced 
whole the qualities of body, will and mind. Blending

sport with culture and education, Olympism seeks 
to create a way of life based on the joy of effort, the 
educational value of good example and respect 
for universal fundamental ethical principles.” 

Culture was a major part of London’s successful 
bid to host the Games - rightly so given the huge 
amount of world-leading cultural activity in our capital 
city. There was, though, a debate about how best to 
roll this out at local level in the communities of the 
five Host Boroughs of Greenwich, Hackney, Newham, 
Tower Hamlets and Waltham Forest. After a rather 
shaky start the Cultural Olympiad is now getting into 
its stride, given added impetus by the recent 
appointment of a new Director, Ruth Mackenzie. 

There is also the annual CREATE summer festival which 
will reach a crescendo in ‘Games Time’ and leave a 
permanent cultural legacy for East London. 

This year CREATE 10 will take place from Saturday 
19 June to Sunday 1 August and local cultural 
organisations and individual artists have already 
been invited to sign up for inclusion in the festival 
programme, which will have a print distribution of 
100,000 copies. The vast majority of events will be 
free and open-air. All we need now is a good summer!

• Deadline for the 6 May elections is 20 April 

• If you aren’t on the Register of Electors you will not be able to vote 


Time is running out if you 
want to ensure you are 
eligible to vote in this year’s 
local and national elections. 

The elections are fast 
approaching and people who 
want to vote need to make 
sure they are eligible to do so 
very soon. If your name is not 


on the electoral register, you 
cannot cast a vote in either 
the local government elections 
on 6 May, or the forthcoming 
general election - which has to 
take place by June this year. 

If you don’t think you are on 
the Register of Electors you 
can contact Waltham Forest 


Council’s Electoral Services 
team, or download and fill in 
an application form from the 
Council’s website. 

Once you are on the 
register, you can apply for a 
postal vote and save yourself 
the worry of having to actually 
visit your local polling station 
on polling day, or if you’d 
prefer, apply for a proxy vote 
and appoint someone to vote 
on your behalf. 

If you do apply for your 
name to be added to the 
Register of Electors or for 
a postal vote, then your 
application needs to be 
returned to the Electoral 
Registration Officer at the 
Town Hall by Tuesday 20 April. 


If you are already on the 
Register of Electors you will 
receive a “Poll Card” after the 
election is called. If you are 
not a postal voter, your Poll 
Card will give you details of 
your polling station. 

Polling Stations are open 
from 7am to 10pm on the 
day of the Election.

Residents, police officers and convicted criminals dusted off 
their sledgehammers and got to work demolishing walls on a 
Chingford estate to make residents feel safer. People living on 
the Chingford Hall estate had complained about anti-social 
behaviour and many people avoided the garages and parking 
areas after dark because high walls enclosed the area and 
encouraged car crime, drug dealing and anti-social behaviour.

own independent retailers 
and spend your cash locally 
when you next want to 
scratch your musical itch. 

There’s plenty of treats on 
offer for the savvy shopper 


prepared to put in a bit 
of legwork in and around 
Walthamstow, with Cavern 
Records (163-165 High 
Street, Walthamstow El 7 
7BX) offering an array of 
rock, indie and chart releases 
alongside bucketloads of 
DVDs. While not strictly 
“shops” you’ve also got a 
handful of dedicated market 
stalls along the same stretch 
offering everything from dub 
to easy listening, while just 
round the corner there’s Direct 
Impact (158 Hoe Street, 
Walthamstow El 7 4QH) which 
specialises in all things roots, 
reggae, soul, soca and R&B. 

A bit more off the beaten 
track but certainly more than 
worth a visit is Wood Street’s 
indoor market (Wood Street, 
Walthamstow El 7 3HX), 
which presents the patient 
trawler with a treasure trove 
of independent retailers 
selling second-hand records, 
CDs and DVDs that cover 
all bases from dance and 
hip hop to blues, rock and 
classical.

The ten-storey high Basketball Arena is taking shape 


The 12,000 seat London 
2012 Basketball Arena is 
now a sight to behold on 
the Olympic Park, with the 
first of 20 ten-storey high 
steel arches already lifted 
into place. 

The start of the “big lift” - as 
it is known on the Park - took 


place last month. Once the 
1,000-tonne steel frame of 
the Arena is complete, it 
will be wrapped in 20,000 
square metres of fabric, which 
will form a canvas for an 
innovative changing lighting 
design during the Games. 

The temporary seating and 


accommodation around the 
venue will start to be installed 
later this year, with the Arena 
on track for completion by 
next summer. 

During the Games, the 
Arena will host Basketball 
preliminaries and women’s 
quarter-finals and Handball 
quarter-finals, semi-finals 
and finals. During the 
Paralympic Games it will 
host Wheelchair Basketball 
and Wheelchair Rugby. 

The Arena will also house 
the athletes before they 
make their way down to the 
Stadium for the Opening and 
Closing Ceremonies. 

Elsewhere on the site, work 
continues at a pace, with the 
stylish Velodrome - which will 
house the Olympic cycling 


events - now into its second 
year of construction and 
becoming a greater spectacle 
every day. 

The Olympic Stadium 
itself, the centrepiece for the 
whole 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, will also 
be quite literally under the 
spotlight this month, when 
the last of its floodlights 
are lifted into place.

Home Security 

• If you have a UPVC front door it is likely that you will have a multi 
point locking system on the door. It is VITAL that you engage the locks 
correctly when you go out AND while you are at home. Unfortunately 
if the locks aren’t correctly engaged, your door may be insecure. 

• To correctly engage the locks, close the door securely and lift the 
handle. This will make sure the door is locked at all the locking points. 
Secure the 'lock’ by turning the key. 

• Your door is then correctly locked and secured as much as is possible. 

• Remove the key from the lock. Make sure you know where it is so you 
can get out in an emergency. Never leave your keys so they are visible 
from your front door.

Good news for the 
environment 


Waste facilities have been given a £258 million boost to reduce 
the amount of rubbish being sent to landfill. The North London 
Waste Authority (NLWA) has been awarded £258.4 million in 
Private Finance Initiative credits from DEFRA. The project will 
divert 400,000 tonnes of biodegradable rubbish from landfill 
each year by 2020. NLWA is also committed to a long-term 
recycling and composting rate of at least 50 per cent to be 
achieved by 2020. These initiatives will make an important 
contribution to NLWA’s total potential diversion from landfill. 
Waltham Forest is one of seven London boroughs that make 
up the NLWA.

Zero carbon homes 
for Waltham Forest 

The site of a housing scheme set to feature the first “zero 
carbon” homes in Waltham Forest has been unveiled. Islington 
and Shoreditch Housing Association are developing the site 
on former Waltham Forest Council land in Higham Hill Road, 
Walthamstow. Colin Archer, Development Director of ISHA, said: 
“We are committed to producing sustainable low carbon homes 
while providing high quality properties which meet the needs of 
residents.” Work is expected to be completed in 2011, locals in 
need of housing will be able to rent properties on the site, with 
more than half having three or more bedrooms.

Big Clean Ups 
target grime 


• Two projects to tackle fly-tipping completed as part of Big Clean Up 

• Projects in Chingford designed to make the borough a nicer place 


Two Big Clean Ups 
designed to tackle 
environmental crime and 
make Waltham Forest a 
more pleasant place to live 
have been completed by 
the Council. 

The clean ups, which are 
part of the Wiping out enviro- 
crime campaign, targeted 
fly-tipping and anti-social 
behaviour hot-spots in the 
woodland in Folly Lane, and 
the disused toilet block on 
the corner of Church Road 
and Villiers Close. 

The work in Folly Lane 
has completely cleared the 
site of waste. Installation 
of a new barrier has also 
been completed to prevent 
further fly-tipping, which was 
destroying the wildlife habitat 
in the area. 

Meanwhile demolition of 
the disused toilet block has 
begun, after the Council and 
London & Quadrant Housing 


agreed the block should 
be torn down and the 
area revamped. Work has 
started to level the land, 
pave the area and turn it into 
a garden for residents who 
will be encouraged to help 
maintain it. 

The Council’s Wiping out 
enviro-crime Campaign aims 
to tackle littering, fly-tipping, 
graffiti and dog fouling in 
Waltham Forest. 

If residents spot enviro- 
crime being committed they 
are urged to report it to 
the Council, and could be 
eligible for a cash reward 
if their information results 
in a prosecution.

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Strike out a light

• Earth Hour calls on people to extinguish their lights for an hour to 
make a stand against climate change 


Environmentally friendly 
youngsters at Church Hill 
Nursey went green on 
Friday 26 March when 
they did their bit for the 
planet and took part in 
Earth Hour. 


One hundred children at 
the nursery in Woodbury 
Road, Walthamstow, learned 
about the environment, Earth 
Hour and different types of 
light sources such as glow 
sticks, torches and candles. 


They experimented with 
the different types of lights in 
a specially darkened room 
when the nursery’s lights 
were extinguished between 
2pm and 3pm. 

Outreach teacher Andrew 
Ludington said: “It’s important 
for the children to understand 
sustainablilty at a young age, 
whether it is recycling or 
self-sufficiency. 

“It helps set them up with 
good habits for life. A lot of 
the children go home and 
talk to their parents and 
switch off lights and turn 
off taps, it has a real impact 
on them at this age.” 

Earth Hour is a World 
Wildilfe Fund initiative 
that originated in Sydney, 
Australia, in 2007, when 
2.2million homes and 


businesses turned off their 
lights to make a stand. 

By March 2009, the 
initiative had spread to 
countries all over the 
world and 4,000 cities in 
88 countries took part, 
officially making it the 
world’s largest global 
climate change initiative. 

Earth Hour took place on 
Saturday 27 March in the 
United Kingdom this year. 
Waltham Forest Council 
buildings, such as the 
Town Hall, extinguished 
their lights for sixty minutes.

For people with a low level of English who 
want to apply for citizenship, the Home Office accepts attendance at an 
English for Speakers of Other Languages (ESOL) class, with the successful 
completion of Speaking and Listening examinations at Entry 1 or Entry 2 
or Entry 3.

Two Walthamstow School for Girls pupils are seeing education 
in a whole new light after a trip of a lifetime to Ghana. Year 10 
pupils Ronan and Rhiannon were sent to the West African country 
last month, after wining a nationwide competition designed to get 
more young people involved with campaigning and politics.
